In cases whero o 
Jury was td be empanelled or where the 
caso to be brought before the Court in- 
volved’ the interests of bualness men, 
be pointed ont how extremely ia- 
advisable it would bs to have the case 
laid pfece-meal before the public, how 
much more in accord with justice it was 
to have the whole case reported only when 
the case came on for hearing. He daga- 
tived én t.to’and decldedly the right of the 
press to be present at any hearing tn Cham- 
bers, bat sald as warmly that if the prl- 
viloge cf being prosent was asked for as a 
favour he would always be pleased to grant 
it, neither of the parties in the case object- 
ing.

According to the Shen Pao, the harvest 
prospect of the neighbourhood of Soochow, 
which up to the end of this snmmer pro- 
mised to be protty favourable, has been 
muck injured by the bad weather that 
provailod there recently. Some few daya 
ago, the farmers of that district, who were 
afraid lest the authorities would not make 
any allowance for the badness of the year 
in collecting the grain tax, went in a body 
with bundles of tho injnrod and dried-op 
stalks of corn on their shoulders to the 
yaméus of the district magistrates, who 
have accordingly sent ont persona to in- 
vestigate the rev! state of the crops. 

We loarn from Tientsin that there has 
been a flight of caterers from that region. 
Their services became in great demand, 
and they might have done a good business 
if they had been fairly recompensed, that 
condition being wanting, they, too, ara 
fuund wanting by the commissariat of all 
tho forces.

“B.M.'s Supreme Court, who returned from 
Europe by the last French mail, after an 
absence of eighteen monthe,—resumed the 
duties of his office yesterday (18th). 

The Cotton Mill is again resuscitated. 
An advertisement has appeared respecting it 
in the Shen-pao, calliog for capital, The 
total capital is to be Tis, 400,000, half of 
which is eubscribed, The mills are to turn 
out 2,400,000 pieces of goods a year, After 
paying all expensgoa, including interest on 
capital at 10 per cent, Tls. 75,000 profit per 
annum is to be made. Foreigners are not 
to sharo in thia excellent business, It is 
based on @ concession from Li Hung-chang 
to Mr Péng, and mandarins are sent to carry 
it out. 

We hear that a land line of telegraphs is 
to be laid by the Chinese Government from 
Tieutsis to Peking and thence by the Grand 
Canal to Shanghai, with a cablo across the 
Yangtwze. The cost of this undertaking ia 
to be defrayed by a squeeze levied upon 
Chang How of three million taels, which 
was bie ransom. The Great Northern Tele- 
groph Co. have offered to supply the material 
at cost price, and to work the ling, One of 
their staff hos already surveyed the line 
down the Yellow River, 7 

At the Grand Cuunoil of the 15th Septem- 
ber, we hear from the North, it was decided 
to send a dispatch to the Corean Guvernment 
requesting them at once to enter inta negotias 
tions for Treaties with the United States, 
France, or any other Power that wished to 
make a treaty; two copies of this despatch 
were forwarded, one overland, and one 
through Li Hung-chang. It ia believed 
that this was the causeof Sir Thomas Wade's 
visit to Chefoo. 

The steamship Olaf, which arrived yester= 
day -(20th) direct trom the nurth, reports 
on the 6th instant two feet of snow at 
Nicolajewsk, on the Amoor, The river is 
usually frozen over in the carly part of 
November, hut the natives expeot an earlier 
closing this year.

POLICY TOWARDS COREA. 
(¥,-C, Daily News.) 

‘That Corea cannot remain a sealed-up 
book for many more years is what every 
one sees but the Coreans themaclves. It 
is very advantageously aituated(for trade, 
and is occupied by an industrious popula- 
tion, It lies between two moro powerfal 
races On its east and west, both of whom 
are noteable for commercial activity, It 
occupies a central position between the 
Ruasian settlementa on the Amoor ocast 
and the English commercial Settlement 
of Shanghai, It stands in the midst of 
those marine high waya, the Sea of Japap 
and the Yellow Sea, which each year are 
traversed by an ever-increasing number 
of merchant steamers, Inland seas pro- 
mote traffic and the intercourse of distant 
cities, To cross the sea is to become 
acquainted with new custome and habita 
of thought aid language. ‘The position 
of Corea is eminently favourable “for a 
civilising development. The people of 
that poninsula would be very much the 
better for it in their moral and in their 
minds, ag well as in material respects, 
| Gredible accounts assures. that. the 
strata of ccal and iron-stone which ara of 
such immense exlent in China are oon- 
tinued into Corea, and the natives de- 
scribe the. coal and capper of Corea as 
very abundant, Jt caald not be other- 
wise, Corea, therefore, might be ex- 
pected to be rich in ooal just as Shansi, 
Chibli and Japan are rich in coal, What 
might be expected to be the case is 
sotually the ose, as shown hy the 
testimony of the natives, though authors 
on Corea do not mention the fact.

Let it be well understood that the 
Coreaus aro not so poor ag has,been said, 
They bave endless supplies of coal, copper, 
and iron, Beggars are few in Corea com- 
pared with China, The mountains are 
numeronud, but they are well-wooded, and 
woods are one of the chief constituents 
in making a country tich. The: plains 
are certainly fertile. The bistory of the 
Catholic mission speaks of faithfulness 
in persecntion and depth of religious 
belief. This is an intere-ting point in 
the character of the people, and gives ua 
confidence in the expectation that on 
eloser acquaintance unpleasant featurea 
that meet the observer upon his first 
acquaintance with them would be com- 
pensated for by a susceptibility of ree 
ligious feeling and the exhibition of 
those «tomestic virtues which accompany 
that feeling, 

Any strong European Power thatwould 
promise tbe Uoreans to help them diplom- 
atically against the Rugsians, could now 
obtain from them with little difficulty a 
treaty with conditiona of more value to 
commerce than at a later period when 
the fear of Russian aggression shall havo 
passed away, 


THE ASSAULT ON THE REV. 
MR SITES. * 

The assault upon the Rev. Mr Sites 
at Yen-ping, in December of Inst year, 
has no doubt been pictured to many of 
our readers as finally settled. Such, 
however, is far from being the caso, The 
affair, although now nearly a yoar has 
clapsed since it took place, is as far from 
being settled as it was months ago, It 
may therofore still interest our readers 
wo learn something of whut has been dons 
towards effecting a settlement. We are 
given to understand that some tine 
io Auguat last the Provincial Judge . 
Yeh, (who ia only holding an aoting 
position as such officor,) brought up 
before him the four men who had been 
for a long time imprisoned in the City- 
uod who were charged with being con, 
cerned in the riot which occurred at 
Yen-ping, After oxamination, @ la 
Chinois, of course, these heathens were 
found not to be the principals in tho 
affair, (though we do not know what 
Principles led them to confess to their 
being implicated at all therein,) and 
were sentenced to be sent back to Yen- 
ping, there to be whipped and cangued ; 
but we have hud no means of ascertain« 
ing whethor this punizbment was carried 
into effect, or not, With their omal 
benevolence, the officials also came ta 
the conclusion (}) that the Rev, Mr Sites 
was. wholly innocent of shooting any 
one, or of even fring a gun, by which @ 
man was said to have been wounded, 
Thinking to salve the matter over, and 
apparently a9 a salve to the woundsof 
Mr Sites, the officials sent $100 to the 
U. 8. officials, for Mr Sites, politely re. 
questing them to have the matter oon. 
sidered aa sottled (1), stating at the same 
time that they had paid (%) a like eum ta 
the man who was paid to have been 
wounded, This did: not suit the views 
of the U. 8, officials, who have the 
matter in hand, and the Consult promptly 
returned the money, at the same time 
expressing his great dissatisfaction of tha 
whole procbedings,—Foochow Herald,
